These need no 
explanation, and the same is true of 
others, such as “ Any stick will do to

On the same principle of giving to those 
who do not want, we arc told that 
“everyone bastes the fat dog, while the 
lean one bums.” *• Of course a hungry 
dog will eat dirty pudding.” “ It is a bad 
dog that deserves no crust,” and, “ It is 
useless to tic up a dog with a chitterling.” 
The French language is singularly 
prolific in sayings about dogs. 4‘ A good 
dog never barks amiss, but not every 
dog bites that barks.” 
“ The best of 
friends must part,” as Dagobcrt said to 
his dogs. This is well known, and so 
is this, “ He is like the dog of Jean de 
Nivelle, which runs away when it is 
called.” 
“ A dog may look at a 
Bishop” is like our own “ A cat may 
look at a king.” 
“ To beat the dog 1 
when the lion is present may be safe, 
but is rather cowardly.” 
“ Two dogs 
to one bone are bad.” “ He who would 
drown his dog calls it mad.” 
“ You 
must throw stones at the dog which 
bites; but flatter the dog till you get to 
the stone heap,” and “ Do not make fun 
of the dog till you are out of the vil­ 
lage,” perhaps because “ A dog and a 
cock are always brave on their own 
dunghill.” 
“ lf he who takes a dog by 
the ears is bitten, it is no wonder.” 
A young man is sometimes as foolish 
as a young dog. 
To be always under 
control is to be like a dog in a string. 
A man who is used to submit to harsh 
treatment is like a dog which goes on 
foot and with a bare head, lie is treated 
like a dog sometimes, and especially if 
he comes in like a dog at ninepins, or 
even when he is not wanted. 
Love me 
love my dog, is advice recognized in 
different countries, but it is French to 
call the chief man a dog with a gram! col­ 
lar. 
More curious is the saying between 
dog and wolf, to denote a dim dawn in 
which objects can scarcely be distin­ 
guished. 
We could add several others 
from French sources, but we wish to 
give a few examples from elsewhere, 
and more particularly from the German. 
Here we find that some people should 
not be squeamish; if they go over a dog 
they must go over the tail. 
This re­ 
minds us of the saving: When you have 
swallowed the ox, don’t make a fuss 
about the tail. 
A German, like many 
more, may be as hungry or as weary as 
a dog; and when In* labors under a de­ 
lusion sees a blue dog.

bites the hindmost, is as true as a strong­ 
er utterance known among ourselves. 
He is in a destitute condition who has 
not a dog to draw out of the oven. 
Do 
not blame the innocent, it rests not 
with the dogs how many horses shall 
die in the year. The hare may run the 
fastest, but many dogs are the death of 
the hare. Nobody cares to own a dog 
which is everybody’s companion. 
When they have nothing the Flemish 
will tell you that you will find the dog 
in the pot. 
The Dutchman may be as 
snappish as a young dog. 
The Italian 
says no dog is so bad as not to w’ag his 
tail; that a dog which barks never bites, 
which is scarce!}’ true; and, woe to the 
skin of a snarling dog unless it be strong 
or tough. The Spaniard says, If you 
wish your dog to follow you give him 
bread; and yet he says, When your dog 
w’ags his tail it is not for you but for 
the bread. 
He thinks, too, that a well- 
bred dog always dreams of hunting. 
The Turks have a few’ good sayings, 
one of which is, “ the dog barks and the 
caravan goes by; mere noise is noth­ 
ing.” Another is that “ the dog w hich 
is led out to hunt against his will takes 
no game.” The Arabs have observed 
ithat “ every dog barks at his own gate,” 
'andthat “ a dog which runs is better 
Chan a lion which lies down.” They 
think it a foolish thing to d^w the dog’s 
teeth and bark yourself; but, having no 
great confidence in the animal they say, 
•• Pat a dog on the jaw’s till you can 
muzzle it.” From the Chinese we learn 
that “ a dog which raises its tail de­ 
spises its foe;” also, that “ he w’lio beats 
a dog should think of its master.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, repre­ 
sented in senate and assembly, do enact as 
follows: 
Section 1. The counties of Dodge, Washing­ 
ton and Ozaukee are hereby detached from 
tho third judicial circuit. 
Sections. The county of Calumet is hereby 
detached from the fourth judicial circuit, and 
attached to and made a part of the third judi­ 
cial circuit, and the third judicial circuit shall 
hereafter comprise the counties of Winneba­ 
go, Green Lake and Calumet. 
Section 3. Tho counties of Dodge, Washing­ 
ton and Ozaukee shall hereafter comprise a 
judicial circuit to be known and called tho 
thirteenth judicial circuit. 
Section 4. The general term of tho circuit 
court for the thirteenth judicial circuit shall 
be held as follows: In tho county of W alling­ 
ton on tho second Monday In October and the 
third Monday In March. In the county of 
Ozaukee on the fourth Monday in September 
and the first Monday In March. In tho county* 
of Dodgcon tho first Monday In September 
and the second Monday In February. 
• 
Section 5. The general terms of the circuit 
for the county of Calumet shall be held on tho 
second Monday of December and the second 
Monday In May. 
Section 6. At any general or special term of 
the circuit court In tho thirteenth judicial cir­ 
cuit, any and all business may be done arising 
or pending in any county in said circuit which 
might be* done at a general term in tho several 
counties, excopt the trial of issues of fact by a 
Jury. 
Section 7. There shall be held in the thir­ 
teenth Judicial circuit on the first Tuesday in 
April next, an election for judge of said cir­ 
cuit. which said election shall lie held and 
conducted, and returns thereof made and the 
result canvassed and declared in tho same 
manner as now provided by law for the elec­ 
tion of Judges or the circuit courts, and all 
laws applicable thereto shall apply to the elec­ 
tion of Judge provided for In this act. 
Section M. The term of office of the Judge of 
the thirteenth circuit shall commence on tho 
first Munday in January, 1*82, and until that 
time the judge of tho third judicial citvuit 
shall continue to hold courts in the several 
counties named In section one of this act, in 
the same manner and at tho same time mid 
with the same force and effect as if this act 
had not iteen passed. 
Section it Ail laws so far as they conflict 
with any of the provisions of this net are here­ 
by repealed. 
Section IO. This act shall take effect and la* 
in force from and after its passage and publi­ 
cation.

and passing the threads through the 
weary shuttle, into blindness, into sal­ 
lowness of complexions, flabbiness of 
tissue and weakness of heart and lung, 
and will even beg the privilege of doing 
it. The luster of girlhood, the hopes 
and the health of youth all pass into the 
hand-made laces. These are rare gems 
for the adornment of beauty, and no 
machine will ever be able to furnish 
them; so real lace will continue to hold 
its own.—Boston Post.

8ti|ierm ten dent John W. West, of the 
First district of this county, presents in 
his annual report for 1830, some interest­ 
ing statements, which merit the attention 
of all. 
He states that there is an increasing de­ 
mand for a better class of teachers, and 
recommends a less frequent change in 
districts, preferring the three-term sys­ 
tem with a teacher employed for the year • 
Irregular attendance is more prevalent 
than non-attendance, yet only 78 per cent. 
of the children of school age have been 
in attendance the past year. The tobacco 
culture, by employing both boys and 
girls, has kept many pupils out, and has 
hod a discouraging effect 
The whole number of applicants for 
teachers’ certificates during the year was 
235. Of these 47 failed to pass examin a- 
tions, 7 were given first grade certificates, 
25 second grade, and 156 third grade. 
The graduating class of the Janesville 
high school has beeu examined each year, 
and third grade certificates given them 
also. 
Superintendent West made 190 visits 
to schools during the year. He speaks 
well of the buildings, but thinks the 
school grounds are not properly .adorned 
by shade trees, except in the villages, and 
a few of tho wealthiest country dis­ 
tricts. 
In speaking of text books he says the 
district officers are generally posted on 
their duties rcspection Jthe formal adop­ 
tion of school books, und have for the 
most part complied with tile law. 
The 
plan of free distribution to pupils is not 
extensively favored. 
The attempt made two years ago to 
awaken an interest on the subject of 
school iibraiies, lias had no satisfactory 
results, the people seeming to think tho 
want is supplied by the town libraries, 
of which there are two, by the several 
Sunday school libraries, and by the li­ 
braries belonging to special organizations 
in different parts of the district. 
The plan for an exhibition of school 
work has not yet been put in effect, 
though teachers seem satisfied that the 
benefit and pleasure derived will amply 
repay both time and labor. 
Twelve school districts have adopted 
the “course of 
study 
for ungraded 
schools,” and speak of it in high terms. 
It facilitates the teacher’s work, economi­ 
zes time, and seems the one thing need 
fill for properly and systematically edu­ 
cating children. 
Superintendent West’s report closes 
with an endorsement of teachers’ insti­ 
tutes, saying that those who attend Hie 
institutes are more zealous, have broader 
views, and are generally more successful 
than those who do not.

Last evening there was a fair sized aud 
appreciative audience gathered in Can­ 
non’s hall to listen to the promised lec­ 
ture of Rev. T. P. Sawio, on “Mirabeau.” 
The lecturer portrayed the strange and 
eventful life of this remarkable man, in 
a manner which held closely the atten­ 
tion of all. He showed that he had care­ 
fully studied not only the man, but the 
eventful times in which he was such a 
I»ower. He narrated many incidents of 
as interesting aud amusing nature, aud 
wove 
into

facts 
some philosophical bits 
of 
social 
science, so that causes and effects were 
shown, explanatory of some of the start­ 
ling scenes of the revolutionary time. 
Borne of the descriptive portions of tho 
lecture were very fine indeed. His pic­ 
turing of tho assault upon tho Bastile 
and its destruction, bis portrayal of Mir- 
abeau in the Assembly, and tho death 
scene of that strange man, were really 
grand. There was also in tho lecture a 
sprinkling of sprighUiuess, but in hu­ 
mor aud wit the speaker made few at­ 
tempts. 
The lecture was not one of those which 
thrill an audience to such an ex­ 
tent 
as 
to 
call 
forth 
frequent 
applause, or so amuse as to call forth fre­ 
quent laughter. 
The 
audience gave 
little expression to any such emotions, 
but they sat silently, closely listening, 
aud none could thus hear the lecture 
without gaining a clear idea of the many 
peculiarities of the life analyzed, and be 
inspired with fresh interest in Hie stort­ 
ing events which characterized it, and 
lie history of that time. Iu style 
and 
matter the lecture was more of an ele- 
ganUy written, well elocutionized essay, 
;han a specimen of eloquent oratory, but 
as a literary production it was certainly 
one of high rank.

whole scene. It is ail admirably designed 
and skillfully executed piece. 
Iu the center, between tlmso two large 
pictures, is au oval painting representing 
the capture of a whale. It is au excel­ 
lent marine viow, and is the work of Mr. 
Paul Brown. 
Upon the other side of the car. there 
appears at the end another of Mr. Brown’s 
paintings. There are two pictures in 
oue in a very unique design. Below ap­ 
pears an aquarium with a seal aud sea 
lion, a turtle, fish, and a huge devil fish, 
whilo above is a arctic scone representing 
the white polar bears, icebergs, a bit of 
open sea, a vessel, the Esquimaux iu his 
boat, aud all is so arranged as to give 
a complete harmony to the scene. 
At the other end of the same side are 
two large pictures, both by Mr. Jump. 
One is an arenic scene, showing the ring, 
the trained horses, athletes, Japanese ac­ 
robats, dashing rulers, various animals, 
ostriches with riders, and chanot races, a 
clown riding a zebra, in fact all sorts of 
sights to be seen beneath the ten t Be­ 
side this is the animal tamer sitting 
amidst the wildest kind of beasts, and 
subduemg them to do bis will. There is 
the lion, the leopard, the panther, and 
tho wolf. It is a wild scene. 
In the center of this side, between 
these end paintings, appears a scene 
painted by La Grange, showing the hunt­ 
ing down of a kangaroo. 
Tim natural 
scenery is beautiful, while the hunters 
upon horseback, the dogs, and the pursued 
kangaroo give a thrill of sensation to the 
picture. 
The paintings need to be seen and 
studied to be appreciated. 
They are 
worthy of much praise, and the genHe- 
meu who performed the work may well 
feel proud of it, while as an indication of 
the management of the show, it bespeaks 
a vigorous campaign, in which neither 
money nor pains are to be spared to 
make the show the most pleasing in the 
whole country. 
The interior of the car is fitted up 
with an office, places for keeping adver­ 
tising material, bunks, and other conven­ 
iences, making it complete for the pur­ 
poses for which it is intended.
